Attorpey Marshall McDonald only shrugged 
hie shoulders when Judge Claiborne an- 
nounced his decision.

CAMPBELL’S TESTIMONY. 
The testimony in the case was as published 
in yesterday’s 6 o'clock edition of the Posr. 
DISPATCH. Campbell was placed on the 
stand after court reconvened at 2 o'clock 
and testified that while on his way from his 
home toa streét-Car at 6:55 on the morning 
of Aug. 18 he was accosted by Hoban, who 
held bis hand on a weapon in his pistol 
pocket plainly visible, Campbell testified:

Here Mr. Rohan was evidently laboring un- 
der. much excitement, and he turned to Nr. 
Campbell and said loudly. *‘i’m going to get 
that stock yet—you have bDeggared me, but 1 
wilt have my money out of you. 

In regard tothe carriage ride Rohan ex- 

lained that his son, who had come home 

rom a four years’ sojournin Europe, found 
him a beggar instead of a wealthy man and 
he sald the reason he wanted to get Camp- 
bell into the carriage was to force him to 
explain to nis son how be had robbed him of 
his patrimony. He denied having a_ pistol. 
On cross examination the whole bistory of 
the Municipal Electric Light Co. was brought 
out. Then Rohan’s son, James Philip 
Rohan, took the stand. He corroborated his 
father’s story, denied having a pistol 
and flatly contradicted Mr. Camp- 
bell’s statement that his father 
handed him a pistol which he pocketed 
nozzle up. Hackman Kelley also indorsed 
the Rohan statements and the defense closed.

Praise ter the President le His 401 
tade During the Tariff Fight—One ef 
the Greatest and Mest Momentous 
Struggies im Our Political Histery—

MARTINSBURG, W. Va., Aug. 29.—Chairman 
Wilson of the Ways and Means Committee, 
the Democratic tariff leader in the House of 
Representatives, was renominated for Con- 
gress to-day.

the rather celebrated case of John McGill.

Here is the rainmaker’s own account of his 
early lte and how he came to think out the 
scheme of making moisture fall at his com- 
mand, as tbid in an interview when he frst 
Came West: **I was born in Ireland and left 
that country for Australia tweive years ago.

began to think of tnvénting contrivances for 
the production of rain. I was employed ia 
a paper mill and my spare moments were 
devoted to the perfection of my ap- 

tus. I fMnaliy convinced myseif 
hat I had succeefed. About this 
time four years ago, a noted astronomer of 
Queensiand predicted a drought. I set to 
work at my experiments. There was noth- 
ing so surprising about the prediction, de- 
cause two-thirds of the continent of Aus- 
tralia is subject to periodical droughts. But 
his prediction came to naught. y inven- 
tion was successful, even beyond my most 
sanguine expectations, and within a short 
time I produced a doren heavy falls of rain. 
That was a condition of things never known 
before, and the history of the country was 
searched in vain for anything parallel to it, 
„1 tried to keep my invention secret, 
though I 41d not succeed entirely tn doing so, 
and i Ooally left Australia for New Zealand. 
There Il repeated the experiments with the 
same result, Finally I decided to come to 
America. I Dad an immense amouat of fun 
while on shipboard in operating my machine 
and kept the Captain and the sallors puszled 
almost constantiy during the voyage. You 
Know that rain on the Pacific is a very rare 
occurence, and when the Captain found that 
it rained half a dozen timeg during the voy- 
age and the sky was cloudéda almost all the 
time he was nonpilussed beyond measure.

II PING-YANG PASS. 


CRinmese Accounts of Their Vietery Over 
the Japanese. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 29.—The native press has 
received confirmation ofthe reported battle 
fought between the Chinese and Japanese 
troops on Aug. 18. According to these re- 
ports 6,000 Chinese troops of all arms at- 
tacked the Japanese forces, which had been 
detailed to guard the Ping- Yang (or Ping-an) 
Passes in the Northwest of Corea and 
eventually succeeded in ariving the Japanese 
from their positions. It is added that a 


large number of Coreans fiocked to the 
Chinese standard, begging for arms and ask 
Ing for permission to form the advance 
guard of the Chinese forces moving against 
the Japanese, 

On Aug. 14, still according to the reports 
received by the native press, the Chinese 
were reinforced by 4,000 troops from 11 
Chow, and onthe day following they at- 
tacked the Japanese lines at Chang Ho, with 
the result that the Japanese retreated. On 
Aug. 16 the Chinese army was, the report 
says,further reinforced by 18,000 fresh troops 
and on Aug. 17 they attacked the Japanese, 
who are said to have lost 4,000 men and their 
heavy baggage. 

‘The Chinese on Aug. 18 advanced to Huang 
Chow and passing too near the Tatung River, 
where thirteen Japanese warships lay, the 
Japanese opened 1 them, inflicting a 
loss of several hund men upon the Chi- 
nese. 

At ebb tide on the same day, the native re- 

rts add, three of the — war ships 
ound themselves aground and were after- 
ward severely damaged by the fire of the 
Chinese artillery which was handled from 
ambush. 

The bulk of the Japanese forces, it is 
further asserted, retreated southwari, pur- 
sued by the Chinese cavalry, until night 
stopped the latter’s advance. 

Gen. Yeh, the Chinese commander, then 
made a detour and attacked the Japanese in 
the rear, completely routingthem and cap- 
turing Huang Chow. 

The general news received here does not 
confirm the reports of these Uhinese suc- 
cesses received by the native press.
